Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  District  for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1911, — together 
with  the  various  Lists  and  Tables  prescribed  by  the  Local 
(government  Board  and  County  Council. 

PART  1. 

GENERAL  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  DURING  1911. 

The  Urban  District  of  Aspull  comprises  1905  statute  acres, 
lying  to  the  North-east  of  thei  County  Borough  of  Wigan.  The 
ground  has  a general  treaid  upwards  in  a North-easterly  direc- 
tion, the  highest  point  reached  being  about  500  feet  above  sea- 
level.  The  sub-soil  is  clay,  overlying  the  coal-measures  of  the 
Wigan  Coal-field. 

The  Population,  which  was  8,276  at  the  Census  of  1911,  is 
mainly  of  the  working  class, — ^the  chief  occupations  being  Coal 
Mining,  Cotton  Weaving  and  Spinning,  and  Steel  Working, — a 
small  proportion  of  the  inhabitants  being  engaged  in  Agricul- 
ture. The  distribution  of  the  population  varies  considerably, 
being  densest  in  New  Springs  Ward,  where  the  Township  abuts 
on  the  Wigan  boundary,  and  becoming  more  sparse  as  the  radius 
from  this  point  increases. 

. The  work  of  Inspection  under  the  “ Housing  of  the  Working 
Classes’’  Act  has  gone  steadily  on  throughout  the  year.  The  total 
number  of  Inhabited  Houses  as  shown  in  the  recent  Census 
Return,  is  1(33.  Of  these,  over  700  have  been  inspected  by 
your  Sanitary  Otficer,  Mr.  Hy.  Gibson.  He  has  reported  to  me 
those  houses  which  he  found  defective,  and  of  these  I have 
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pciTsonally  visited  and  reported  on  over  200.  Amongst  the 
improvements  suggested  by  this  Inspection  may  be  mentioned ;

In  78  other  cases  Notices  have  been  served,  but  have  not 
yet  been  carried  out. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  District  is  obtained  by  arrange- 
ment with  the  Bolton  Corijoration  from  their  mains,  and  comes 
from  the  Rivington  Watershed.  The  supply  during  the  past 
3’'ear  has  been  sufficient  and  wholesome,  no  curtailment  having 
been  necessary'  during  the  prolonged  drought  of  last  snmmer. 

The  Milk  Supply  of  the  Township  comes  mainly  from  farms 
in  the  vicinity ; a small  proportion  is  imported  from  Cheshire. 
The  quality  is  good,  and  the  condition  of  the  various  Dairies 
and  Cowsheds  as  revealed  by  periodical  inspections  is  on  the 
whole  satisfactory.  No  action  has  so  far  been  taken  with  a 
view  to  the  detection  of  Tuberculous  cows  or  milk. 

There  is  one  Slaughter-house  in  the  District — visited  by 
your  Sanitary  Inspector  at  the  times  of  slaughtering,  and  he 
reports  it  to  be  satisfactory.  No  carcases  have  been  condemned. 

The  Drainage  of  the  District  is  good,  and  sewage  is  taken 
by  the  mains  of  the  Wigan  Cbrporation.  Excreta  are  still 
mainly  disposed  of  by  the  piivy-midden  system,  with  all  its 
attendant  evils,  to  which  attention  was  directed  in  my  last 
Annual  Report.  I am  glad  to  be  able  to  state,  however,  that  in 
this  respect,  matters  are  gradually  improving,  and  the  number 
of  Privies  in  the  District  has  now  been  reduced  to  889.  Over 
30  conversions  to  water  closets  have  been  effected  as  a result 
of  the  action  taken  by  your  Council  in  connection  with  the 
recent  outbreak  of  Typhoid  Fever,  and  a gradual  change  from 
one  system  to  the  other  may  be  expected  in  the  future.  All  the 
new  property  erected  during  the  year  has  been  provided  with 
water-closets. 
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No  offensdve  Trades  have  beeai  carried  on  during  the  year, 
and  it  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  condemn  any  articles  of 
food  exposed  for  siale. 

Periodica]  Inspections  of  the  District  have  been  made  by 
myself  and  your  Sanitary  Officer.  A Report  of  his  work  durine 
the  year  will  be  found  appended  hereto. 

PART  II. 

VITAL  STATISTICS  FOR  1911. 

Birth-rate. — Births  registered  during  the  year  numbered 
253  (126  Males  and  127  Females).  This  gives  a Birth-rate  for 
the  year  of  30.44  per  1000, — a reduction  of  1.30  per  1000  from 
the  rate  for  last  year,  and  the  lowest  ever  recorded  for  the 
Township,  with  the  exception  of  the  year  1907.  This  year’s  rate 
is  of  course  calculated  on  the  new  Census  total  for  the  Township 
of  8276. 

Death-rate. — During  the  year  the  deaths  of  Residents 
whether  occurring  in  or  beyond  the  District  numbered  146 
(84  Males  and  62  Females).  Deaths  outside  the  district 
numbered  8.  The  Death-rate  therefore  for  the  year  is  17.52  per 
1000.  This  is  higher  than  the  rate  for  last  year,  (when  the  rate 
was  exceptionally  low).  The  actual  increase  is  5.23  per 
1000.  This  is  partly  due  of  course  to  the  smaller  population, 
on  which  the  rate  is  calculated. 


Infanttle  Mortality. — I regret  to  have  to  report  a consider- 
able increase  in  this  rate  for  the  past  year.  The  total  number 
of  deaths  under  1 year  was  55,  giving  an  Infantile  Mortality 
rate  of  218.25.  This  is  an  increase  of  80.20  per  1000  over  the 
rate  for  last  year,  and  is  in  fact  the  highest  rate  that  has  been 
recorded  in  the  district  for  many  years.  This  abnormal  rise 
is  directly  related  to  the  disastrous  effects  of  the  epidemic  of 
Infantile  Diarrhoea  which  swept  over  the  country  during  the 
protracted  period  of  hot  weather  which  was  experienced  during 
the  summer.  No  fewer  than  30  deaths  were  attributed  to  this 
one  cause  alone,  of  which  26  occurred  during  the  months  of

August  and  Sept'pmber.  11  Infants  died  within  a month  of 
birth,  all  but  one  being  oertified  as  being  due  to  Congenital 
Debility  and  allied  causes. 


Zymrdtf:  Disease. — Here  again  T have  to  report  a heavy 
increase  in  the  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  year — the 
total  number  being  126,  as  against  45  for  last  year, — an  increase 
almost  wholly  due  to  the  outbreak  of  Typhoid  Fever  during  the 
latter  half  of  the  year. 

Scarlet  Fever. — This  disease  was  slightly  more  prevalent 
than  in  the  preceding  year,  12  cases  having  been  notified,  as 
against  6 last  year.  The  oases  were  distributed  over  the  whole 
year  and  were  entirely  sporadic  in  their  character. 

Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup. — Seven  cases  were 
notified,  as  coinpared  with  2 last  year,  and  two  deaths  were 
attributed  to  this  disease.  A supply  of  Diphtheria  Anti-toxin 
is  now  kept  at  the  Council  offices,  and  is  available  for  use  in 
these  cases  on  application  by  a medical  practitioner. 

Enteric  Fever. — This  was  by  far  the  most  prevalent  disease 
of  the  year.  Isolated  cases  occurred  here  and  there  through  the 
district  during  the  first  seven  months  of  the  year,  but  in  August 
it  sudderily  assumed  epidemic  proportions,  reaching  its  maximum 
in  September,  and  gradually  declining  from  then  till  the  end 
of  the  year.  The  monthly  incidence  was  as  follows: — January  1, 
April  1,  July  1,  August  8,  September  37,  October  15,  Novem- 
ber 14,  December  6,  the  total  for  the  year  being  83.  These  were 
distributed  as  follows : — New  Springs  Ward,  54  cases ; East 
Ward,  17 ; North  Ward,  12.  Eighteen  caaes  were  removed  to 
the  Wigan  Sanatorium,  and  the  total  number  of  deaths 
attributed  to  the  disease  was  12.  All  the  cases  were  carefully 
gone  into  from  a Public  Health  point  of  view,  and  I made  a 
personal  inspection  of  the  premises  from  which  each  case  was 
notified,  the  results  of  which  I laid  before  you  at  the  time  in 
the  form  of  a Special  Report.  These  investigations  made  it  cleai 
that  no  infection  could  be  traced  to  either  water  or  milk  supply. 
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or  tx)  any  other  article  of  food.  On  the  other  hand  practically 
all  the  premises  affected  were  served  by  privy-imiddens,  and  a 
large  number  had  back  yards  which  were  unpav'ed.  Various 
other  defects  were  found,  such  as  insufficient  distance  between 
privy  and  back  door ; want  of  facilities  for  properly  emptying 
ashpits,  defective  ashpit  doors,  and  leakage  of  midden-material 
into  surrounding  surface-soil.  Such  conditions  allow  the  reten- 
tion of  excrementitious  matter  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
houses,  and  tend  to  promote  rapid  spread  of  Typhoid  infection 
when  once  it  is  introduced  into  such  a locality.  And  taking 
into  account  the  abnormally  high  temperature  prevailing  during 
the  latter  part  of  the  summer,  it  will  be  seen  that  all  the  circum- 
stances were  most  favourable  for  the  outbreak  of  a severe 
epidemic  such  as  has  unfortunately  been  our  experience. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis. — Four  cases  of  this  disease  were 
notified  under  the  Local  Government  Board’s  Order  relating  to 
Parish  and  Hospital  patients,  and  the  deaths  from  the  disease 
numbered  3.  You  are  of  course  aware  that  with  the  commence- 
ment of  the  present  year  (’1912)  all  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuber- 
culosis are  compulsorily  notifiable,  and  Local  Authorities  are 
authorised  to  provide  assistance  in  the  early  diagnosis  of  the 
disease  by  defraying  the  cost  of  Bacteriological  Examinations 
for  the  detection  of  the  Tubercle  Bacillus,  etc. 

Other  Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases. — These  comprised  4 
cases  of  Ophthalmia  of  the  newborn,  13  cases  of  Erysipelas 
(with  one  death),  one  case  of  Continued  Fever,  and  two  of 
Puerperal  Fever  (also  with  one  death). 

N on-notifiahl e Infectious  Disease. — Measles  has  been  more 
or  less  prevalent  throughout  one  or  other  part  of  the  Township 
during  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  Scho<ols  closed : — The 
Council  Infant  School,  New  Springs,  was  closed  in  March,  and 
the  Wesleyan  Infant  School  in  October,  on  account  of  an  out- 
break of  Me.asles  in  their  respective  localities. 

As  frequently  happens  with  the  subsidence  of  Measles  a 
considerable  number  of  oases  of  Whooping  Cough  have  been 


observed- — mainly  durmg  the  last  quarter  of  the  year.  Measles 
was  responsible  for  8 deaths,  but  none  were  attributed  to 
Whooping  Cough. 


Zymotic  Death-^ate. — This  has  beeai  raised  by  the  Typhoid 
and  Diarrhoea  Epidemics  to  the  figure  of  7.35  per  1000.  Last 
year  it  was  1.19  per  1000,  the  increase  therefore  being  6.18  per 
1000.  The  actual  number  of  deaths  due  to  the  various  disease? 
which  come  under  this  heading  was  as  follows : —

Deaths  from  General  Diseases. — Among  these  it  may  be 
mentioned  that  Tubercular  Diseiases  were  credited  with  4 deaths, 
giving  a Tubercular  Death-rate  of  .4  per  1000,  as  compared 
with  .8  per  1000  for  last  year. 

Respiratory  Diseases  accounted  for  26  deaths,  giving  a rate 
of  3.14  per  1000,  as  compared  with  2.74  per  1000  last  year. 

Cancer  was  responsible  for  2 deaths,  and  during  the  year 
there  were  4 fataJ  accidents.

I wish  to  submit  my  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st. 

Infectious  Cases. — The  number  of  infectious  cases  reported 
during  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1911,  are  as  follows: — 
Scarlet  Fever  twelve.  Diphtheria  six,  Typhoid  Fever  eighty-four. 

Scarlet  Fever. — 10  cases  in  New  Springs  Ward;  2 cases  in 
East  Ward. 
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Diphtheria. — 2 cases  in  New  Springs  Ward ; 3 cases  in  East 
Ward;  1 case  in  North  Ward. 

Typhoid  Fever. — 55  cases  in  New  Springs  Ward;  17  cases 
in  East  Ward ; 12  cases  in  North  Ward. 

Removed  to  the  Sanatorium.- — 20  cases  were  removed  to  the 
Sanatorium,  two  Scarlet  Fever  and  eighteen  Typhoid  Fever. 

Returned  from  the  Sanatorium. — ^Sixteen  cases  have  re- 
turned home  from  the  Sanatorium,  two  Scarlet  Fever,  and 
fourteen  Typhoid  Fever.  There  are  still  four  cases  of  Typhoid 
Fever  in  the  Sanatorium. 

Deaths. — The'  number  of  deaths  from  Typhoid  Fever  were 
eleven.  Eight  at  home  and  three  in  the  Sanatorium. 

Bedding  destroyed. — I have  destroyed  bedding  used  by 
Typhoid  patients  at  the  following  houses: — 15,  Chapel  Street, 
21,  Longfield  Street,  1,  Woodshaw 'Street,  21,  Soot  Lane,  4,  and 
6,  Brinsop  Street. 

Fumigation. — I have  fumigated  forty  houses  where  infec- 
tious oases  have  occurred. 

Houses  cleaned  after  Fever. — Forty  houses  have  been 
cleaned  thro'Ughout  after  fever. 

Stopped,  Drams. — I have  notified  eight  owners  with  regard 
to  stopped  drains.  These  were  opened  at  onoe. 

Defective  Gullies. — I have  notified  three  owners  with  regard 
to  defective'  gullies.  These  were  reuewed  at  once. 

Defective  Slop-stone  Pipes. — I have  notified  an  agent  with 
regard  to  defective  slop-stone  pipes  at  the  houses  Nos.  27,  Long- 
field  Street  and  8,  Chapel  Street.  These  have  been  put  right. 

Overcrowding. — I have  notified  five  occupiers  of  overcrowded 
houses;  three  have  oomplded  with  the  notice  served  on  them. 
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blit  John  Barrett,  of  7.  Ratcliffe  Road,  and  Samuel  Shepheird, 
of  1,  Southem’s  Square,  have  failed  to  carry  out  tlie  notice. 

New  Houses. — Nine  new  houses  have  been  built,  and  nine 
water  closets  provided.
